LIABILITY POLICY 
LAW IN EFFECT 


Filings Made in Mass. 
By 55 Concerns Un- 
der New Act 


Boston, July 5. — Under the 
new automobile liability compul- 
sory law about fifty-five compan- 
ies represented in the Massachu- 
sets Automobile Rating and Acci- 
dent Prevention Bureau, under 
Manager W. N. Magoun, have 
filed their automobile liability 
policy and surety forms. 

It is pointed out that coverage 
under the law may be procured by 
the motorist by liability policy, 
bond, or the deposit of collateral 
security in the sum equivalent to 
$5,000, the limits imposed under 
the liability policy being in the 
usual $5,000 to $10,000 amounts. 

Since the state can legislate only 
for the public ways there will be 
a minimum coverage under the law 
which will apply only on public 
highways and will not protect on 
private property nor outside the 
state. 

One misunderstanding concern- 
ing the application of the new law 
is that certain classes of citizens, 
such as automobile dealers and in- 
surance men, are exempt from the 
provisions of the law. A more nat- 
ural mistake is the assumption by 
some that the law provides for the 
payment of claims automatically, 
as under the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Law, whereas. 
the new, as under the old law, must 
be established through the courts.

REVERSED BY COURT 





New York, July 5.—Justin R.| 
Whiting, attorney for Hayes Wheel 
Company, has issued the following 
statement:— 

“In « suit brought -by~ Kelsey 
Wheel against Hayes Wheel, the 
District Court at Detroit nearly two 
years ago held that Hayes Wheel 
Company infringed a Michelin pat- 
ent covering a spring clamp by 
which the rim is secured to the 
felloe. The fastening means used 
by the Hayes wheels is the attached 
lug. The Cireuit Court of Appeals 
on Thursday reversed the decision 
of the District Court and dismissed 
the suit, holding that the Hayes 
structure does not infringe this pat- 
ent but uses a different fastening. 
Over 20,000,000 wheels were in- 
volved.”

Commerce announced today.

When 
Canadian unit exports for the 
month are considered in combina- 
tion with those from the Unitea 
States the total decrease in exports 
of American cars becomes very 
Slight, as Canadian exports of pas- 
senger cars gained from 2,661, in 
April, to 3,977 in May, at valua- 
tions of $1,395,506 to $1,785,709, 
respectively. 

The production of Canadian 
plants also increased during the 
month in contrast to the decline 
in United States production. The 
average unit value of United 
States passenger - car exports 
gained $45. over the $743 average 
unit value figure in April. 

While United States exports of 
passenger cars to Australia de- 
creased from 3,607 to 2,947 during 
May, the exports to Canada which 
amounted to 5,358 units, repre- 
sented an increase 2,670 over 
shipments during preceding 
month. é 

Both developments are attribut- 
able to the decrease in the Cana- 
dian tariff which was made effec- 
tive during the middle of April; 
the factories in that country ob- 
viously devoted their facilities to 
supplying export markets, while 
the manufacture of automobiles for 
domestic consumption has been 
transferred to parent plants in the 
United States. Australia was the 
destination.-for 1,272 Canadian cars 
in May, as compared with only 195 
during the month preceding..

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COST OF TIRES 


NOT EXCESSIVE 


Living Expenses Shown 
By O'Neil to Be 
Much Higher 


Akron, O., July 5.—“If tire 
mile cosis had gone up the way 
the cost of living has, which is 
asserted to be 60 per cent. higher 
today than it was in 1913, 20,000 
tire miles, which is not an un- 
usual yield for a good tire, would 
cost the motorist Just $480 in the 
33x5 size today,” says William 
O’Nell, president of the General 
Tiro and Rubber Company. 

“This figure is reached by actual 
comparison of 1913 price lists with 
suggested consumer prices of to- 
day of 1913 tires which had a 
guarantee of 3,500 miles with mod- 
ern high quality™tires for which it 
is generally conceded that ‘it’s the 
second 10,000 miles that makes the 
big hit,’ and the Department of 
Labor’s recent report on the cost 
of living, 60 per cent. higher than 
in 1913, just before the war. 

“On consumers’ price Lists is- 
sued by leading tire manufactur- 

ers a year before the war began, a 
30x314 clincher (Ford size) cost 
the motorist $22.80. Today the 
very highest quality 30x3% caS- 
ing has a suggested retail price 
of $18.90. The cost per mile, 
then, based on 3,500 miles and a 
price of $22.80, was two-thirds of 
a cent per mile. Today, based on 
20,000 miles of service, the cost 
of the Same size tire is one mill. 
Twenty thousand tire miles, 
based on the 1913 two-thirds of 
a cent per mile plus 60 per cent. 
for the general advance in the 
cost of living, would cost $240. 

“Following are a few newspaper 
figures on the prices of some of 
life’s necessities today: Sirloin 
steak, 35.1 cents per pound; rib 
roast, 27 cents per pound; butter, 
55.4 cents a pound; fresh eggs; 40.3 
cents a dozen; bread, 8.1 cents a 
pound, all 60 per cent. higher than 

the 1913 prices. A pound of steak, 
a quart of milk or a pound of 
bread goes no further now than 
in 1913, but a good tire built of 
fresh, crude rubber, without 
shoddy, does amazing things, com- 
pared to old standards. 

“The 33x4% is another high 
pressure size occurring in the 
old price lists, and still popular. 
It cost the user $44.05 in 1913, 
or 11-5 cents per tire mile based 
on the 3,500 mile figure. Twenty 
thousand miles at 11-5 cents a 
mile, plus 60 per cent. for the 
cost of living, would cost $364. 
Today’s suggested consumer price 
for the 33x4% is $42.50. Cost 
per mile, based on 20,000 miles, 
is just over 2 mills. 

“One more size—the 33x5. In 
1913 it cost $55, or more than 1% 
cents a mile for 3,500 miles. Today 
a high grade 33x5 may cost the 
consumer $53.75. Based on 20,000 
miles, the tire mile cost is about 
% of a cent. But 20,000 tire 
miles at 1% cents, the 1913 fig- 
ure, would cost $480 per tire, or 

about $1,920 for the four wheels. 

“The average pound price for 
erude rubber for the year 1913 
was 82 cents, so that rubber mar- 
ket conditions then were very 
much in the same range as they 
have been for the past year or 
more. 

“Comparison of tire costs in 
1913 and now makes it certain 
that the development of automo- 
bile transportation to its present 
stage would have been impos- 
sible without the marvels of crea- 
tion. development and improve- 
ment achieved by the tire engi- 
neer. Tire miles, bought with a 
consideration of cost per mile 
rather than the cost of the tire, 
is about the cheapest merchan- 
dise in the United States ‘today. 

“With more than 20,000,000 au- 

tomobiles in existence, tire mile 
cost is something that interests and 
touches the pocketbook of the 
supporting head of practically 
every family in the country. - The 
high quality tire manufacturer 
may be pardoned for being rather 
proud of his part in enabling the 
motor industry to develop,”
